William E. Loomis,.a 67-year- 
old roofer who testified he has 
been earning $80 to $140 ‘a week, 
pleaded guilty today of robbing a 
taxicab driver of $5.

“It has been recognized for 
100 years or so that to make the 
free enterprise system work, 
monopolies must be restricted 
and regulated in the public inter- 
est.

“I shall vote against the bill 
because regulation of the natural 
gas business by the federal au- 
thority (the Federal Power Com- 
mission) from the first sale in the 
field is in accord with sound legal 
principles.” 

Kem estimated that 70 to 80 per 
cent of all the natural gas in the 
United States is produced by com- 
panies that would come within the 
definition of “independent” as 
employed in the Kerr bill. These 
so-called independents would be 
freed by the measure from FPC 
regulation in the field.
